Lake Park High School’s 21- 
cent educational fund tax rate 
hike referendum was defeated 
Saturday in a 767-978 vote.

It also was defeated in the 
Roselle and Bloomingdale pre­ 
cincts but passed by Keeney- 
ville and Itasca. 
In Roselle, the vote was 272 
yes and 294 no; in Blooming­ 
dale, 108 yes and 170 no; in j 
Keeney Ville, 41 yes and 16 no; I 
and in Itasra, 267 yes and 222 I 
no. 


DEFEAT OF the referendum I 
will leave the district’s educa-1 
tional fund with an estimated j 
$563,927 by June 30, 1969. 


But the board will come back 
with another try in December 
after the statutory 60-day wait­ 
ing period and within a few 
days of the tax extension dead­ 
line. 
The statistics break down this 
way: 56 per cent of the total

Tuberculin skin testing as a 
screening device establishes the 
infectious rate of tuberculosis. 
It also pinpoints those with tu­ 
bercle bacilli in their bodies for 
which medication is now being 
provided without charge. 


This medication is adminis­ 
tered for approximately 
one 
year with the approval of the 
parents and the family physi­ 
cian. 
AT PRESENT, more than 400 
students have received or are 
r e c e i v i n g antituberculosis 
drugs. 
All positive reactors to the tu­ 
berculin test are urged to have 
chest X-ray examinations either 
through the office or their fami­ 
ly physician, the DuPage Coun­ 
ty Tuberculosis and Respiratory 
Disease Assn. mobile unit, or 
the tuberculosis care and treat­ 
ment board clinic in Glen Ellyn. 
In addition, all contacts to 
positive reactors 
receive

X-rays. 
SINCE THIS program was ef­ 
fected in October, 1964, more 
than 70,000 students have been 
tested.

In the past few years, teach­ 
ing and learning have taken on 
a whole new aspect. One of the 
primary goals beyond the three 
R’s of “reading, ’riting, and 
Tithmetic” is a tremendous at­ 
tempt at supplying experiences 
that will create within the child 
a desire to learn. 
I t a s c a Elementary School 
Dist. IO Board of Education and 
administration decided last year 
that they would attempt to pro­ 
vide individualized learning ex­ 
periences and opportunities with 
the help of a learning center. 
THE CENTER became part 
of the new addition planned for 
Franzen School. 
Carol Schaefer, who is devel- 
o p i n g the learning center, 
worked on a similar project for 
the Elk Grove school district 
three years ago. She worked 
there until this year. 
Miss Schaefer says the aim of 
the center is to “provide a 
school framework within which 
an individual child may find the 
guidance, climate and media to 
learn and find purpose and joy 
in learning. 
“ T H E CHILD MUST 
be 
guided in using these opportu­ 
nities to choose materials pro­ 
vided for his individual learning 
needs and for creating and 
broadening his interests and in 
experiences that will provide 
learning 
challenge 
and 
suc­ 
cess,” says Miss Schaefer in de­ 
scribing her job in the center. 
To describe the learning cen­ 
ter as it is in operation is al­ 
most impossible. 
It is primarily children learn­ 
ing to learn as opposed to chil­ 
dren being bombarded with con­ 
tent and expected to learn. 
Physically it is a large room 
lined with shelves, filled with 
all types of instructional media. 
Chairs, tables, library equip­ 
ment and a teacher provide the 
rest of the outward appearance. 
FUN MAY BE the key word 
in the learning center. All hu­ 
man beings are drawn toward 
something that is fun, and the 
center hopes to show the chil­ 
dren that learning can be fun. 
Of course it is a guided type 
of fun, but a degree of responsi­ 
bility which children seem to 
thrive on and even think of as 
fun is created to assure dis­ 
cipline. 
Miss Schaefer cites several 
purposes for the center: 
— To co-ordinate and suppor; 
t h e 
instructional 
program 
through the utilization of media. 
All types of learning equip­ 
ment are available to the chil­ 
dren in the center. They will be 
trained to use recorders, phono­ 
graphs, film strips, head phones 
and language masters. 
— To 
provide 
pupils 
and 
teachers with a wide range of 
readily accessible materials. 
— To provide an atmosphere 
for self-motivated and self-di­ 
rected learning activities. 
It is important to realize that 
all the materials that the chil­ 
dren will use are self-correcting 
and no grade system is em­ 
ployed.

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Nixon Tells 10,000: ‘Illinois 
Mine’

Richard Nixon, poised as a 
marble statue and twice as 
smooth, brought his own par­ 
ticular brand of Presidential 
politics to the suburbs Saturday 
and told local residents what 
they wanted to hear. 
Departing only slightly from 
his standard campaign speech, 
the 
front-running Presidential 
candidate spoke of “not only 
what is wrong with America, 
but what is right with this coun­ 
try.” 


NIXON BROUGHT up the is­ 
sues of law and order, police 
training and foreign policy but 
it wasn’t until he bvgan to 
speak of taxation and spending 
that he really heard the roar of 
the crowd. 
Nixon sought to involve his 
audience by citing a factory 
worker’s paycheck and 
then 
saying, “You don’t have $14 a 
week more as Hubert Humph­ 
rey says you have, you have 
less than you made before be­ 
cause of rising prices. 
“Don’t vote for a rise in 
prices,” Nixon urged, and then 
called for national programs 
which would place “millions on 
payrolls 
instead 
of 
welfare 
roils.” 
Nixon’s 35-minute speech cul­ 
minated the local Republican 
activities for the morning and 
drew nearly 10,000 persons to 
Prospect High School to see the 
candidate. 


PEOPLE BEGAN lining up in 
front of the doors to the field- 
house as early as 7 a.m., nearly 
iy2 hours before the doors were 
finally opened to let them into 
the auditorium. 
Preceding the large crowd 


was a host of Republican candi­ 
dates for local, state and nation­ 
al office. 
Senators Everett Dirksen and 
Charles Percy were on the po­ 
dium with Congressman Donald 
Rumsfeld (R-13th). 
Candidates for the offices of 
lieutenant governor 
down 
to 
state’s attorney also were on 
hand, 
circulating among 
the 
members of the audience and 
making brief speeches early in 
the rally. 
But it was Nixon's show all 
the way. Even the infectious 
and popular Sen. Dirksen could 
quiet the crowd only for a mo­ 
ment as they waited for Nixon’s 
arrival. 


DIRKSEN repeated his pre­ 
vious performance at the Re­ 
publican National Convention by 
ordering the crowd to be quiet 
and then waiting for silence on 
the floor. 
Dirksen, together with Percy, 
who preceded him on the po­ 
dium, called for a Republican 
sweep in November and cited 
the state GOP ticket as the 
“winning combination.” 
Despite the speeches and the 
cheers for Dirlben, Percy and 
gubernatorial candidate Rich­ 
ard Ogilvie, by 10:30 a.m. the 
crowd in the fieldhouse was get­ 
ting impatient. 
“Quit stalling and give us 
Nixon,” people in the bleachers 
began to 
yell, 
and 
William 
Rentschler, head of Nixon’s Illi­ 
nois campaign, had to promise 
the arrival of the candidate “in 
a few seconds.” 


ACTUALLY, 
NIXON 
was 
speaking to an audience at that 
moment. Several thousand per­ 
sons who had not been allowed 


inside the hall were crowding 
around the entrance to the field- 
house and Nixon stopped out­ 
side to address them before en­ 
tering the school. 
Ushered 
into 
the 
hall 
by 
Ogilvie, Nixon made his way 
through the crowd and mounted 
the podium at ll a.m. He was 
accompanied by his wife, Pat, 
and a coterie of security men 
who then surrounded the plat­ 
form. 
Nixon’s mood was jubliant as 
he listened to the Prospect High 
School band and heard the ap­ 
plause from the fieldhouse au­ 
dience. 
“I had a feeling as I came 
through the crowd,” Nixon be­ 
gan, “and I feel it now . . . it is 
a sense of victory in the air. 
“DO I HAVE doubts about Il­ 
linois?” 
he 
continued. 
“Not 
when I’m on the ticket with Ev­ 
erett Dirksen.” With nods to­ 
ward Rumsfeld and Percy, Nix­ 
on then launched into the main 
theme of his total campaign: 
“You cannot name one area 
of the world where respect for 
this country is not low. The 
American people know this and 
they are fed up to here and 
they’re going to vote against the 
administration 
that 
put 
us 
where wer are today.” 
“People are concerned about 
America,” he said, “and when 
the Republican administration 
gets into office I pledge this to 
you, the American flag will not 
be a doormat for anybody.” 
Nixon continued to recall for 
his audience the years of the 
Eisenhower administration and 
blamed the “men who stumbled 
through the sixties” toward the

cause the district could enter 
into a five-year contract and the 
payments would be made from 
the building fund.”

$1,500 for installation. 
“The relocatables could be 
sold when a new building plan 
is agreed upon or when the en­ 
rollment has been stabilized.”

New State School Aid Plan 
Weighed by Educators9 Group 


A group of suburban school­ 
men is toying with the idea of 
asking the state to chuck its 
present school aid plan for one 
which would include levy of a 
statewide property tax. 
It was unveiled to the public 
last week at tri-county meetings 
of the Illinois Assn. of School 
Boards. 
Supt. Paul Schilling of La­ 
Grange Park, legislative chair­ 
man for the Northern Illinois 
Superintendents Roundtable, is 
pushing the plan, but does not 
take credit for its invention. 
The new approach to school 
financing was suggested by the 
nation Advisory Commission on 
Inter-governmental Relations. 
Schilling advocates the new 
approach as a way to both in­ 
crease state school aid and 
equalize 
educational 
opportu­ 
nities for children. 
He described the new aid plan 
as four-pronged: 
I. The state would determine 
the average cost of educating a 
pupil enrolled in Illinois’ public 
schools and give that amount as 
a flat grant to each school on a 
per-pupil basis. Funds for this 
would come from a statewide 
property tax that would replace 
the local school property tax. 
Schilling called this the “basic 
grant program.” 
2) School districts that wanted 
to could tax themselves to “do 
more” for their children and 
double the state’s basic grant 


through 
an 
additional 
local 
property tax. The state would 
provide incentive for this effort 
through a matching plan keyed 
to the school district’s taxable 
wealth per pupil. A rich school 
district would get a lower state 
incentive payment than a poor 
one. 
3) School districts with large 
numbers of students with “spe­ 
cial needs” ranging from de­ 
prived backgrounds to physical 
handicaps would receive addi­ 
tional state funds in recognition 


of the fact that the educational 
investment must be greater if 
these children are to benefit. 
4) The state would subsidize 
poor districts that want to take 
on a federally-funded 
project 
that calls for matching funds 
that are lacking. 
Schilling acknowledged that it 
would cost the state more to 
meet its constitutional responsi­ 
bility for school support if the 
Roundtable plan is adopted. 
He suggested that the addi­ 
tional money could come from a 


[state income tax. noting that 
Democratic legislative 
leader 
C l y d e Choate had recently

Funds for this 
would come from a statewide 
property tax that would replace 
the local school property tax. 
Schilling called this the “basic 
grant program.” 
2) School districts that wanted 
to could tax themselves to “do 
more” for their children and

The state would 
provide incentive for this effort 
through a matching plan keyed 
to the school district’s taxable 
wealth per pupil. A rich school 
district would get a lower state 
incentive payment than a poor 
one. 
3) School districts with large 
numbers of students with “spe­ 
cial needs” ranging from de­ 
prived backgrounds to physical 
handicaps would receive addi­ 
tional state funds in recognition 


of the fact that the educational 
; investment must be greater if 
I these children are to benefit. 
4) The state would subsidize 
poor districts that want to take 
on a federally-funded project 
that calls for matching funds 
that are lacking. 
Schilling acknowledged that it

THERE ARE two sides to every story. 
So, at least, runs the maxim on which we are nourished from 
childhood, and so I am reminded by at least one reader. 
The controversy, if it can be so labeled, circulates around 
the pillaging of Michigan's Bear Creek by hundreds of self-styled 
fishermen in quest of coho salmon. (An event, it comes to light, 
that was duplicated in the past week along the Crystal River, and 
reportedly in lesser proportions along some other Michigan chan­ 
nels.) 


Their adventure has been sufficiently recounted that we 
need recall here only that it was a slaughter of the grandest 
order, with the salmon speared, gigged, netted, clubbed and 
finally eviscerated on the spot, before they were hauled off in 
conveyances that included wash tubs. 


Their entrails were left behind in the once pure creek and on 
the banks, which themselves had been stripped, trampled and 
littered. 


Michigan conservation officials had to call in most of their 
own agents, some state police and even a helicopter to help con­ 
trol the marauders, some of whom regarded the restraint as such 
an affront to their rights that they broke a window in a con­ 
servation department budding and threatened dynamite damage 
to other1 state property. 


Now we are told there is another side to all this, and appar­ 
ently that contention is held by more than one person. Presum­ 
ably, it’s shared by all the coho-clubbers, and there are in­ 
dications that they have sympathy from a majority of disgruntled 
fishermen who journeyed to Michigan in a fruitless search for 
salmon. 


In any event, it seems a case of a minority group vocal and 
extreme enough that its case deserves telling. 


Essentially, the other side is a charge that the Michigan Con­ 
servation Department is up to something foul by: I) not adowing 
coho fishing at all the locations where salmon may be on the run; 
2) putting wiers, or fish “traps,” along certain rivers, particular­ 
ly the Platte and Manistee, to stop the fish in great numbers; 3) 
selling off surplus fish to a private cannery (Blackport Packing of 
Grand Rapids) at 15.6 cents a pound... 


Distilled, these arguments come down to a belief that the 
conservation department owes more than ifs giving to the 
fishermen, that the fishermen go to Michigan and spend all 
that* money and can’t get a fish, while commercial interests 
are getting them by the carload. 


At this point, one could inject the obvious: are the fishermen 
pursuing the salmon for sport, or are they just meat hunters who 
want to haul home some salmon flesh? 


But, back to the case, is there something wretched in the 
Michigan Conservation Department? Is something more owed the 
fishermen? 


Understand, first, that when salmon hit the streams as they 
are hitting them now, they are predestined to two biological inevi­ 
tabilities: they will spawn and they will die. 


They swarm into the streams and rivers by the thousands, no 
longer feeding, driven only by a final inner signal. 
And they will find that Michigan’s channels, unlike the mas­ 
sive rivers their Pacific Coast ancestors spawned in, are neither 
long enough, nor wide enough, nor deep enough for adequate 
natural reproduction. 


For that reason, and to help propagate the Midwest salm­ 
on miracle, the Michigan conservation people trap thousands 
of salmon on their run upstream, taking from them eggs and 
milt for artifical reproduction in hatcheries. 


It is obvious — to the conservation department — that there 
are going to be too many salmon in certain streams every fall, 
and that the surplus must be taken out before they die. 
So they’re halted at the wiers, some taken out for eggs and 
milt; many indeed turned over to Blackport for scooping out, 
under department supervision; some — 5,000 in the case of Bear 
Creek — allowed to continue onward for “sport fishermen.” 


,Still some fishermen, at least a few among them frustrated 
over the inability to catch a salmon, see it as one big grab-bag 
for a private interest. 


The irony is that legitimate hook-and-line fishermen 
couldn’t cope with the salmon anyway, not once they’ve be­ 
gun their run, because there are so many of them and they 
aren’t feeding anymore, and if they aren’t feeding anymore,., 
and if they snap at anything, it may be only out of reflex. 


That in itself dilutes the argument that Michigan should at 
least go generous on its limits and allow more than three salmon 
a day per fisherman. Most fishermen can’t catch three now, ex­ 
cept with a club in creeks where they’re swimming gill-to-gill. 
And yet there are those men who feel outraged and cheated. 
It is time, obviously, to re-affirm the ABC’s of the coho phenome­ 
non!: 


A—If it weren’t for the Michigan Department of Conservation, 
there wouldn’t be a salmon in the Midwest, except in a can. It 
was Michigan that had the inspiration and the initiative to in­ 
troduce the salmon — coho, chinook and kokanee — to the Great 
Lakes, for the ultimate benefit of Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin, 
and fishermen without limit. 
B—the money coming in for surplus salmon — from one 
cannery pre-selected in competitive bidding — is not a case of the 
department “cashing in.” The money is going directly into Mich­ 
igan’s sport fishing development and management, particularly 
welcome revenue at a time when stringent state budget restric­ 
tions have crimped the department’s ambitious plans. 
C—If there were an injustice in the way the salmon are being 
managed, even discounting Michigan’s role in introducing the fish 
in the first place, is the way to rebel to be found in the wanton, 
infamous massacre at Bear Creek? 
It is the fishermen who owe something to Michigan, and — if 
they won’t concede that — at least to the salmon.

Illinoisans are fortunate this 
November in having an unusual 
number of well qualified candi­ 
dates for public offices. This is 
particularly true at the state level 
where several offices have not 
only one, but two, exceptional can­ 
didates to choose from. 


This is true in the race for 
auditor of public accounts. How­ 
ever, because the incumbent has 
a good record of competent ad­ 
ministration he deserves re-elec­ 
tion. We recommend Michael J. 
Howlett, the Democrat. 


One candidate is outstanding 
in the race for state attorney 
general, Republican William J. 
Scott. We recommend his elec­ 
tion. 


In the campaign for auditor, 
State Sen. William C. Harris, the 
incumbent, is an able contender, 
whose background equips him for 
this office. He is articulate and 
able. 


Incumbent Howlett, a former 
steel company executive who has 
held the auditor’s job since 1961, 
has performed competently in of­ 
fice, as his opponent admits. He 
launched, in 1962, a program to 
tighten up auditing of local govern­ 
mental units in Illinois, and today 
all agencies that appropriate $100,- 
000 a year or more are audited by 
his office. 


The choice is clear in the race 
for attorney general. Scott has giv­ 
en a great deal of thought to the 


office he is pursuing. His ideas are 
imaginative as he would transform 
the character of the office, and 
work for improvement in the quali­ 
ty of prosecution in Illinois. 


The role of attorney general 
need not be forever limited to its 
current concept, and Scott offers 
concrete proposals for expanding 
the office. Some of these sugges­ 
tions would require legislative ap- 
p r o v a l , 
s o m e constitutional 
change. Others merely involve bi­ 
partisan agreement. 


Scott says, “. . . I want to work 
out a plan for Illinois that would be 
an example to other states of how 
to set up law enforcement . . 
We’ve got to educate our citizenry 
to ^|e working of law . . . We need 
well trained, well-equipped police, 
and better prosecution . . . In all 
these areas, the attorney general 
must take the lead.” 


Scott proposed, for example, a 
closer relationship between the at­ 
torney general and local prose­ 
cutors. He supports abolition of 
elected county state’s attorneys as 
prosecutors and their replacement 
with circuit prosecutors, because 
many small counties cannot find 
competent prosecutors willing to 
run for the post. 


He promises streamlining of the 
office where possible but also 
pledges “to expand not only the 
criminal division but the anti-trust, 
consumer fraud and civil rights di­ 
visions, too.”

I hope the in­ 
stitutions of “higher” learning sometime 
in the next 12 years take stock of their 
dreary traditions and take lessons from 
primary school administrators. 
SEARCHING back into the dark ages 
of my own elementary school experience 
made me aware of just how far primary 
education has come. Yet college only a 
few years ago had made little change in 
their approach to education and to the 
young people in their charge. 
There’s new math. Of course it isn’t 
really new any longer. When I was a 
youngster I can remember being forced 
to memorize table after table of math­ 
ematics. Dull, grinding work. I hated it. 
By the time I got to high school I 
began learning concepts of mathematics. 
My first grader is learning concepts that 
were new to me in high school. 
We took lots of math quizzes in grade 
school. At least they were called math 
quizzes. They were really memory tests. 
SPELLING. It was very important 
too. It was hammered on and hammered 
on. 
But never hammered in. I still can’t 
spell. 
My son’s first grade glass isn’t being 
grilled 
on spelling. They’re actually 
learning words stripped of their vowels, 
as an aid to reading. But they have 
more words in their vocabularies than 
many of us did four grades later. 
My primary grades, as vague memo­ 
ries regurgitate themselves, were spent 
in a series of 60-year old, dungeon-like 
buildings of three and four stories with 
desks for 35-40 kids firmly screwed to 
the floor in hard-and-fast symbolism.

The 1968 Nobel Prize for medicine 
and physiology was awarded Wednesday 
to three American professors for their 
work in genetic research. 
Marshall Nirenberg of the National 
Heart Institute in Bethesda, Md., won 
his share of the prize for providing the 
key to the structure of the genetic code. 
Additional work along these lines 
could lead to means of allowing men ar­ 
tificially to control the physical 
and 
mental make-up of future generations. 
Nirenberg said this end could possibly 
be attained within the next 25 years. 
HE ALSO wisely added that this medi­ 
cal triumph may come “before mankind 
is ready for it.” 
Basic research in any area may be 
begun simply because the scientist must 
find out the “why” of an unknown quan­ 
tity. No particular application need be in 
mind. 
After an initial breakthrough, the sci­ 
entist may begin to dream of appli­ 
cations which can benefit mankind, in 
this case a tool to fight hereditary ill­ 
ness. Finally, the full potential of the 
discovery looms clear.

Three young physicians on the hospi­ 
tal staff, who thought the patients should 
be forewarned, resigned rather than take 
part in the experiment and consulted an 
attorney. The attorney had to go to hos­ 
pital authorities, the New York State De­ 
partment of Education, the Supreme 
Court of Brooklyn and finally the Court 
of Appeals of New York before action 
was initiated — but a long investigation 
did follow. 
Legislators should keep abreast of 
scientific activities and methods. They 
should establish study commissions and 
work with medical authorities in pin­ 
pointing problems of the future. 
Individuals, in turn, should make 
their views known to the legislators.

Northwestern Establishes 
Center for Urban Affairs 


A new center for urban af­ 
fairs has been established at 
Northwestern University, it was 
announced by Payson S. Wild, 
vice president and dean of fac­ 
ulties. 
Sociologist 
Raymond 
W. 
Mack, former chairman of 
Northwestern’s department of 
sociology, was named director 
of the new center. Mack is pres- 
i d e n t-elect of the National 
Society for the Study of Social 
Problems and editor of “The 
American Sociologist.” 
“With the establishment of 
this new center,” said 
Wild, 
“Northwestern 
University 
is 
making a major commitment to 
a program of teaching, research 
and policy studies on urbanism 
and urbanization.” 


THE CENTER will serve as a 
means for co-ordinating 
and 
building on those scholarly ac­ 
tivities throughout Northwestern 
that are focused on urbanism 
and urbanization, he said. 
While the faculty of urban af­ 
fairs will offer courses at both 
the undergraduate and gradu­ 
ate level, the center will not 
offer degrees. Students will 
take undergraduate and grad­ 
uate degrees in fields such as 
economics or education with a 
specialty in urban affairs. 
The center, said Wild, is en-

visaged as an excellent medical 
school in that its programs are 
designed to bridge the gap be­ 
tween basic research and clini­ 
cal practice. 


“The center for urban affairs 
will have educational programs 
both for those who want to be­ 
come students of urbanism and 
for those who aspire to positions 
of leadership, public or private, 
in the city,” he said. “It will 
promote research which is prob­ 
lem-oriented rather than dis­ 
cipline-oriented, making use of 
the interdisciplinary 
approach 
to research and education al­ 
ready employed by such pio­ 
neering Northwestern programs 
as the one in African studies.’’ 
An example of such 
inter­ 
disciplinary research at the cen­ 
ter will be a study of racial dis­ 
crimination in Chicago, done 
not by a sociologist but by a 
historian. 


W IL D S A ID it is planned that 
12 full-time members will be ap­ 
pointed to the faculty of urban 
affairs during the next three 
years. Each member also will 


be assigned a teaching position 
in a department of the college 
or a school in the university. In 
addition, the university intends 
to support 24 graduate fellows 
in urban affairs, each for a pe­ 
riod of three years. The first 12 
would be appointed for the year 
1969-70, he said. 
“We plan to recruit faculty 
capable of making unusual con­ 
tributions to our goal of linking 
the behavioral sciences and the 
professional schools,” Wild said. 
“Our center for urban affairs 
can make a unique contribution 
if we have scholars committed 
to the application of scientific 
research in the realm of public 
policy. 
‘‘We intend to maximize com­ 
munication between the facul­ 
ties of the behavioral science 
departments and the faculties of 
the professional schools, and to 
assure a vigorous tow-way traf­ 
fic in ideas between the aca­ 
demic research community and 
the 
clinical 
practitioners 
in 
business, education and govern­ 
ment in the urban commu­ 
nity.”

Student Rebel Tactic

At a national symposium on 
violence in Milwaukee, recently, 
Dr. Edward E. Sampson, asso­ 
ciate professor of psychiatry at 
the University of California Ber­ 
key campus, claimed student 
protestors, 
emulating 
black 
power 
militants, 
are turning 
from non-violent demonstrations 
to “Che Guevera-like tactics of 
organized guerilla warfare.” 
He addressed more than 400 
educators, social workers, civic 
officials and law enforcement 
officers from across the nation 
and told them that on college 
campuses as well as in 
the 
ghetto, 
militant 
leaders 
are 
turning from the spontaneous 
violence of a few years ago and 
now are using violence as a 
carefully planned political tac­ 
tic. 
SAMPSON co-sponsored the 
classroom teaching appearance 
of 
Eldridege 
Cleaver, 
black 
power militant, leader of the 
Black Panther party at the Uni­ 
versity of California. 
“The tactics here are to force 
the police or the national guard 
into an area ostensibly to pre­ 
vent violence,” Sampson said. 
“ W h a t actually 
occurs, 
of 
course, its that their presence 
e a s i l y provokes spontaneous 
violence.” 
“These violent programs fol­ 
low the teachings of Mao Tse- 
tung and Guevera, the militant 
leaders find in violence a radi­ 
calizing effect on pre-disposed 
but otherwise as yet uncom­ 
mitted 
or 
barely 
committed 
people,” Sampson said. “The 
television coverage of the Chi- 
c a g o Democratic convention 
had its effect on students and 
set an example. Guerilla war­ 
fare has already started on col­ 
lege campuses here and on for­ 
eign soil.” 
“Several burnings have taken 
place 
at Stanford University 
and Berkeley,” he said, “and 
these may be the work of small 
bands of organized protestors.” 
“I have listened to arguments 


for just this sort of activity 
raised at several open meetings 
of Berkeley protest groups,” he 
said. “Their suggestion is to 
break into small bands and 
move quickly through the city, 
stating 
more 
persons 
would 
have died in rioting this past 
summer had it not been for the 
police. It is impossible to count 
the number of riots that were 
prevented by police . . . I be­ 
lieve there were many.” 
ATTORNEY 
General 
Clark 
reported that rioting broke out 
in more than IOO cities this year 
in the wake of the assassination 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
made April “the second worst 
month 
of 
rioting 
in 
recent 
years,” Clark said, “and in that 
month riot-connected deaths to­ 
taled 46, a figure surpassed only 
by 81 who died in July, 1967, 
when Newark and Detroit went 
up in flames 
and 
down in 
rubble.” 
“I have listed seven ‘major’ 
riots in 1968 compared with ll 
fires, hurling rocks through win­ 
dows, breaking open fire hy­ 
drants and in other wayshar- 
rassing the community and po­ 
lice” he said. 
DR. RALPH W. Conant, a po­ 
litical scientist from Brandeis 
University, rebuked Sampson’s 


paper 
and 
talk, 
saying 
“a 
shocking ignorance of the in­ 
stitutional and political facts of 
life that plays into the hands of 
the extreme right wing. I object 
strongly to the use of scholar­ 
ship in that kind of presentation 
and taking one side and pre­ 
senting it, and not bringing in 
the other side on so important 
an issue as this.” 
“This move to more secretive 
hit-and-run guerilla warfare is 
definitely the future direction of 
protest in this country,” Conant 
said. “Things are going to get 
much worse before they get any 
better.” 
Dr. Cheser M. Pierce, profes­ 
sor of psychiatry at the Univer­ 
sity of Oklahoma, at other sym­ 
posium discussions remarked: 
“The way to end nearly all vio­ 
lence in this country is to end 
discrimination against the Ne­ 
gro on all levels.” 


“Studies 
and 
experiments,” 
said Dr. 
Leonard 
Borkowitz, 
chairman of the psychology de­ 
partment at the University of 
Wisconsin, “show that violence 
in the mass media does not, as 
popular opinion holds, provide a 
vicarious release for a person’s 
aggression, but actually stimu­ 
lates 
a 
person 
to 
violence 
through suggestion.”

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From the Rag Bag 
Come Fine Rugs 


by BILLIE BACHHUBER 
Though believed by many of 
us to be strictly an American 
innovation, prompted by lack 
of materials and the ingenuity 
of our early settlers, braided 
rugs actually originated in Eg­ 
ypt. And they were plaited of 
rushes, probably as early as 
6000 B.S., according to histori­ 
cal authority. 
Practical 
American 
colon­ 
ists, utilizing material at hand, 
covered the floors of early 
American homes with woven 
cornhusk mats. Thus began the 
American craft that developed 
into attractive 
and colorful 
braided rugs that enhance so 
many suburban homes today. 
And though factory-produced 
because of the large demand 
created by current enthusiasm 
for Colonial furnishings, the 
braided rug 
also is 
hand- 
plaited by a growing number 
of American housewives. 
MRS. ALBERT Boeck of Ar­ 
lington Heights admits to a 
lively interest in the craft of 
rug braiding, and presently is 
working on her seventh rug 
since first beginning IO years 
ago. Mrs. Boeck says in com­ 
parison with more recent at­ 
tempts, her first rug looks 
“pretty bad,” but nevertheless 
she deems it practically inde- 
structable. Made from used 
wool, as are all her rugs, the 4 
by 5-foot plaited floor covering 
shows hardly any wear, where­ 
as some “storebought” rugs 
show considerable wear within 
a year’s time, she asserts. 
According to Frances Boeck, 
it is not necessary to buy ma­ 
terial for rug braiding. 
“Just notify your friends,” 
she laughed, “and use any old 
coats, skirts and similiar woo­ 
len items you can get.” 
MRS. BOECK finds b e d ­ 
rugs “easy to do” and taught 


herself the craft. She willingly 
advises friends, lends author- 
ative books and helps out in 
whatever way she can. But she 
has “no truck” with modern 
“helping aids,” preferring to 
work “as grandma did.” 
Fran says she has tried dy­ 
ing materials for her rugs, but 
advises against it as she feels 
rugs she had dyed do not 
clean well. 
At first her color planning 
was “hit or miss,” but she now 
c a r e f u l l y plans her color 
schemes to coordinate with 
room decor, she commented. 
A former president of Salt 
Creek Questers, Mrs. Boeck 
uses a method of joining braids 
to insure completely reversible 
rugs. At first, she said, she 
sewed braids 
together with 
heavy thread, but now she util­ 
izes sturdy string to weave the 
plaits into smooth, invisible 
seams. 
FRANCES 
HAS 
fashioned 
three rugs for the master bed­ 
room, one for her son’s bed­ 
room and two small ones for 
bathrooms. 
Lillian Walkowiak of Pala­ 
tine, who believes in “doing 
things the easy way,” bestows 
titles upon her braided crea­ 
tions. Primarily learning the 
technique of rug making from 
the “Complete Book of Rug 
Braiding” 
by Nora Feeley, 
Mrs. Walkowiak uses a metal 
braid holder “to keep material 
taut,” she explained. And she 
suggests the best sources for 
obtaining rug materials are 
woolen mill ends, rummage 
sales, army blankets . . . and 
used woolen materials from 
friends and neighbors. 
Lillian calls her living room 
rug, “Old Friends,” for ob­ 
vious reasons, and a bedroom 
floor covering is named “Medi- 
t e r r a n e a n ’ ’ because it is 


created of blues and greens. 
Another in blues, browns and 
golds, a gift for Lillian’s mar­ 
ried daughter, received the de­ 
lightful 
title 
“Scandinavian 
Sunshine.” 
SPARKED BY a love for 
early 
American 
furnishings, 
Lillian Walkowiak became in­ 
terested in braided rugs five 
years ago. Though presently 
engaged in teaching classes in 
china-painting, enthusiastic Lil­ 
lian claims she still loves 
braiding and wants to return to 
it. Her favorite is a 2 by 4-foot 
rug made in grays, dusty blue 
and rose for her aunt “who is 
76 years young” and who gen­ 
erally “saves most gifts on a 
shelf.” But Aunt Bessie loves 
her rug and expresses appre­ 
ciation each time she sees her, 
reported her delighted niece. 
Claiming she was forced into 
“the lost art” of rug braiding 
by necessity, Margaret Benson 
of Arlington Heights says she 
once lost, through storage and 
moths, most of her family woo­ 
lens! And after all materials 
were washed, hung out and 
ripped up, Peg purchased a 
book, “Rugs from Rags,” and 
she and husband, learning as 
they went, braided their first 
rug. 
“A NEIGHBOR still uses 
that 6 b 9-foot rug in her base­ 
ment,” Peg boasts! 
As a teacher in District 214s 
adult program and a craft en­ 
thusiast, Mrs. Benson hopes to 
stimulate even more the grow­ 
ing interest in fine rug braid­ 
ing. 
Describing 
herself 
as 
a 
“tough task-master,” she de­ 
clared, “My students have to 
do a good job, or I make 
rip, 
rip, 
rip. 
It 
may 
be 
strenuous, but it’s worth it.” 
Though a recent edition of 
the American College Dictiona­ 


ry uses the words braiding and 
plaiting interchangeably, Peg 
Benson explains there is a dif­ 
ference in technique when ap­ 
plied to rug making. In rug 
making, plaits are flat and can 
allow dust 
to sift through 
whereas 
braids 
are 
round, 
springy and when laced prop­ 
erly with no raw edges, will 
produce a “woven” rug of 
durability and lasting beauty. 
THE BENSON home in Ar- 
1 i n g t o n Heights presently 
boasts a handmade rug, IO by 
14, in the den and one of IO 
feet 4 by 14 feet 2 in the living 
room to which, says Peg, she 
is still adding! Mrs. Benson’s 
married daughter was a lucky 
recipient 
of 
another 
large 
braided rug for her recreation 
room, while still another of her 
creations was sold, Peg report­ 
ed. 
Margaret Benson has twice 
visited the woman she believes 
to be the foremost authority on 
rug braiding as an art, Fern 
Carter of Oregon. She found 
Mrs. Carter, friendly, delight­ 
ful, spending her time, now, 
mostly in design, which is ac­ 
complished by using color con­ 
trast. 
A teacher at Clearbrook Cen­ 
ter for the Retarded, Mrs. Ben­ 
son is trying to incorporate rug 
braiding into the pre-vocational 
program for those 14 to 16 
years old. She presently is 
t e a c h i n g other Clearbrook 
teachers 
rug 
making 
tech­ 
niques, so they in turn can 
help the children learn “this 
fascinating craft.” 
MRS. BENSON believes that 
whatever a person wants to do, 
she finds time to do, and what­ 
ever one creates is part of you. 
I have a rug I call my 
“weeping rug,” she said. “I 
made it while my husband was 
out of town!”

There is a gastronomic ax­ 
iom that any fine restaurant is 
judged Dy the quality of its 
soups. It’s also true, in my 
opinion, that a good soup is an 
indication of the skill of the 
chef, 
because 
in 
the 
last 
analysis, it is his expertise 
w h i c h 
determines 
proper 
blending of ingredients that 
makes any soup a work of art. 


One of my favorite eating 
places, 
and 
noted 
for 
ex­ 
cellence of its soups, along 
with many outstanding Ger­ 
man dishes, is The Shadows on 
Telegraph Hill in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Here 
soup 
plays 
a 


primary role in any meal. 
While it always is hearty, the 
soup must be light enough not 
to whisk away the appetite of 
the diner for what is yet to 
come. A great many fine Ger­ 
man soups come from a basic 
brown stock, which can be pre­ 
pared in this way: 


Purchase 2 pounds of bone­ 
less beef chuck and 1% pounds 
of ox tails (or 3 pounds soup 
bones). Put the oxtails or soup 
bones in quarts of cold water, 
cover and allow to stand for I 
hour. 


BROWN THE beef chuck 
well in butter and add to the 
basic mixture along with IO 


peppercorns, 5 whole cloves, I 
bay leaf, 3 sprigs fresh parsley 
and bring to a boil. 
Add I stalk celery cut fine, 


Vz cup diced carrots, 
Vz cup 
diced parsnips (turnips may be 
substituted) and 2 large onions 
sliced. Simmer for 6 hours. 
When finished, you may pur­ 
sue one of three courses. (I) 
Serve the soup as it is, usually 
as a main course because it is 
hearty and heavy. (2) Strain 
through a cheese cloth and 
serve as a clear beef soup, 
much as you would consomme. 
(3) Strain as in (2) but allow 
to cool and dip off the lay of 
beef fat and use the soup as a 
base, adding any favorite vege­ 


table 
and 
cooking 
approxi­ 
mately I hour before serving. 
However you may do it, this 
is an excellently-flavored soup, 
well worth the effort. You may 
find that you’ll want to add 
your own special ingredients, 
but you can’t go wrong with 
this basic recipe.
